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NARCISSI— DAFFODILS 

We  were  'highly  gratified  at  the  great  attention  that 
our  plantings  of  narcissi  attracted  this  year.  Some  of  the 
newer  sorts  were  especially  admired.  Diana  Kasner. 
Twink,  Delaware,  Thalia,  and  other  fine  things  were  a 
revelation  to  people  who  had  been  acquainted  only  with 
the  older  sorts.  None  of  the  bulbs  bring  to  us  the  same 
feeling  of  pleasure  that  the  narcissi  do.  While  they  are 
not  as  showy  as  the  tulips  and  hyacinths  their  beauty  is 
more  satisfying  and  lasting.  Each  year  we  add  to  our 
collection  some  of  the  outstanding  newer  sorts.  Watching 
for  them  to  bloom  in  our  own  gardens  is  the  most  thrilling 
experience  of  the  whole  gardening  year.  We  hope  that 
you,  too,  may  learn  of  this  pleasure. 

Prices  have  been  greatly  reduced  this  year.  And  more 
than  ever  are  narcissus  bulbs  a  real  investment  in  gard¬ 
ening  pleasure.  It  is  an  investment  that  is  permanent  and 
grows  in  value  from  year  to  year.  The  older  standard 
sorts  are  so  inexpensive  that  they  can  be  used  in  quantity 
for  naturalizing. 

CULTURE 

The  various  types  of  narcissi-daffodils  are  not  difficult 
to  grow  but  they  do  greatly  repay  a  little  care  and  atten¬ 
tion.  In  the  first  place  one  should  obtain  good  healthy 
bulbs.  These  should  be  well  nourished  first  size  bulbs 
of  either  the  round  size,  which  makes  one  bloom  the  first 
year,  or  double  nose  bulbs,  which  make  two  or  more 
blooms.  Narcissi  are  deep  rooting  and  the  ground  should 
be  deeply  prepared,  eighteen  inches  is  not  too  deep.  It  is 
well  to  work  some  plant  food  into  the  ground  below  the 
bulbs.  Bone  meal  is  always  safe  to  use.  We  prefer  Vigoro 
as  it  contains  all  the  elements  that  the  soil  may  need.  Do 
not  use  fresh  stable  manure  near  the  bulbs.  Planting 
should  be  done  early.  September  is  the  best  month  but 
early  October  is  satisfactory.  Cover  the  tops  of  the  bulbs 
about  four  inches  and  in  cold  climates  mulch  well  after  the 
ground  has  frozen.  Reset  the  bulbs  every  second  or  third 
year.  The  digging  should  be  done  about  the  time  the  tops 
die  down,  the  bulbs  stored  in  a  cool  airy  place  and  reset 
in  the  early  fall.  Never  dig  any  bulbs  before  or  during 
blooming  time  as  it  will  injure  their  growth  very  severely.

WHAT’S  A  JONQUIL? 

We  are  asked  that  question  more  than  any  other.  Large 
trumpet  daffodils  are  not  jonquils  in  spite  of  the  usage  in 
some  cut  flower  centers  to  the  contrary.  The  true  jonquils 
are  all  derivatives  of  narcissus  jonquilla  and  have  bright 
green  rush-like  foliage.  The  deep  yellow  flowers  come  in 
small  clusters  on  round  smooth  stems  and  are  very  sweet 
scented.  The  term  daffodil  is  usually  reserved  for  the  long 
trumpet  sorts.  The  entire  group:  daffodils,  jonquils,  poet’s 
narcissi,  etc.,  are  all  members  of  the  genus  Narcissus.  In 
our  list  we  have  followed  the  classification  of  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society. 


BULBS  FOR  FALL  PLANTING 
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TULIPS 

For  spectacular  effect  few  if  any  flowers  equal  the 
Tulips.  Their  wonderful  range  of  colors  embraces  almost 
every  hue  with  the  exception  of  the  true  blues  and  that 
is  approached  by  some  of  the  newer  Darwins.  Thousands 
of  visitors  come  to  the  farm  to  see  the  show  at  tulip 
time — four  acres  of  beautiful  color.  You  will  be  welcome 
and  will  find  it  the  best  time  to  select  the  varieties  you 
prefer. 

Tulips  should  be  planted  in  September  or  October  for 
best  results.  We  find  earlier  planting  gives  better  re¬ 
sults  than  late,  although  in  this  climate  tulips  can  be 
planted  as  late  as  December.  While  a  great  part  of  the 
size  of  the  blooms  is  determined  by  the  bulbs  planted  it 
is  nevertheless  essential  that  the  bulbs  be  provided  with  a 
liberal  supply  of  plant  food.  Bonemeal  is  always  recom¬ 
mended  but  we  prefer  a  balanced  plant  food  such  as 
Vigoro.  Cover  the  bulbs  about  four  inches  and  if  the 
winter  is  severe  mulch  with  straw  or  dry  leaves  after  the 
ground  has  frozen.  Lift  the  bulbs  every  year  when  the 
leaves  are  turning  yellow.  Dry  carefully.  Do  not  expose 
the  bulbs  to  the  sun  or  wind.  Clear  off  all  old  skins,  roots, 
etc.,  and  reset  again  in  the  fall. 

DARWIN  TULIPS 

Because  of  the  beauty  of  their  color  and  form,  tall  stems 
and  vigorous  growth,  and  the  great  substance  of  the  flow¬ 
ers,  the  Darwin  Tulips  have  achieved  great  popularity.  For 
cut  flowers  they  are  superb  and  at  low  prices  this  year  one 
can  easily  have  lots  of  them  for  that  purpose.  The  blos¬ 
soms  are  large  and  cup  shaped,  almost  rose-like  in  the 
bud,  and  colors  are  lovely,  shades  of  pink,  brilliant  red  and 
rose,  lavender  and  deep  purple  and  maroon.  The  clear  yel¬ 
lows  are  to  be  found  in  the  Cottage  Tulips.

HYACINTHS 


For  color  effect  in  bedding  the  hyacinths  stand  supreme. 
Their  large  heads  of  long  lasting  bloom  form  material  for 
charming  pictures  in  the  lovely  pastel  tints,  sharply  in  con¬ 
trast  with  the  gay  brilliance  of  the  early  tulips  that  blos¬ 
som  at  the  same  time. 

Hyacinths  are  the  easiest  of  the  bulbs  to  force,  giving 
splendid  results  in  glasses  of  water  or  in  pots  of  soil  or 
bulb  fibre.  We  have  given  some  notes  on  forcing  bulbs  on 
page  20.  Hyacinths  need  richer  soil  than  the  other  bulbs. 
Give  them  well  rotted  manure  and  a  balanced  plant  food. 
In  beds  plant  at  least  six  inches  apart  and  cover  with  four 
inches  of  soil.  It  is  important  that  the  bulbs  have  good 
drainage.  Like  the  other  spring  flowering  bulbs  they  should 
be  dug  when  the  leaves  are  nearly  dead  and  replanted  in 
the  fall.

HINTS  ON  FORCING  BULBS 

The  most  important  thing  in  forcing  bulbs  is  to  see  that 
a  good  root  system  is  established  before  an  attempt  is 
made  to  bring  them  into  bloom.  This  one  thing  is  the 
cause  of  most  of  the  failures  to  get  good  blooms  from  the 
bulbs.  The  procedure  for  most  of  the  bulbs — Tulips, 
Hyacinths,  Daffodils,  Crocuses — is  the  same. 

Pot  up  the  bulbs  in  a  fairly  rich  soil — good  garden  soil 
to  which  some  leaf  mold  or  p^at  moss  has  been  added  is 
satisfactory.  The  addition  of  one  pound  of  bone  meal  to 
the  bushel  is  desirable.  Soil  should  not  be  used  that  has 
been  used  for  bulbs  before.  Broken  pieces  of  pots  should 
be  used  to  provide  drainage.  The  top  of  the  bulb  may 
come  within  y2  inch  of  the  top  of  pot,  being  just  barely 
covered  with  soil.  If  dry,  water  thoroughly.  Cover  the 
pots  with  enough  soil  or  sand  to  keep  them  from  freezing 
or  place  in  a  cool  dark  cellar.  Let  them  remain  until  well 
rooted.  This  will  require  at  least  eight  to  ten  weeks  for 
hyacinths  and  the  earliest  Single  Early  Tulips  and  longer 
for  most  of  the  other  things.  When  well  rooted  bring  into 
moderate  heat  but  keep  out  of  light,  then  when  the  growth 
has  made  a  good  start  expose  to  the  full  light. 

All  of  the  Hyacinths  are  easily  forced.  In  the  Tulips 
the  Single  Earlies  are  earliest,  followed  by  the  Double 
Earlies.  Many  of  the  Darwin  Tulips  do  splendidly  for 
March  blooming  but  they  should  not  be  kept  too  warm. 
Golden  Spur  is  the  earliest  Daffodil  followed  by  King 
Alfred. 
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HARDY  LILIES 

These  beautiful  lilies  are  all  of  our  own  raising.  They 
have  two  large  advantages  over  the  imported  bulbs:  the 
bulbs  are  available  for  planting  much  earlier  in  the  fall 
and  the  home-grown  bulbs  arrive  in  a  much  better  condi¬ 
tion,  for  lify  bulbs  are  of  a  much  more  perishable  nature 
than  other  bulbs. 

The  varieties  lis'ed  below  are  all  easily  grown.  For  the 
best  results  give  them  a  good  deep  rich  soil  with  shade 
over  their  roots — the  Madonna  lily  makes  its  own  shade. 
They  need  plenty  of  moisture  with  good  drainage.  A  liberal 
mulch  of  manure  is  beneficial.

Bulbs  for  the  Rock  Garden 

A  large  number  of  varieties  of  bulbs,  can  be  used  to 
great  advantage  in  the  rock  garden  and  bring  it  to  a  wealth 
of  color  before  the  perennial  plants  come  into  bloom.  The 
sheltered  nooks  among  the  rocks  afford  protection  from 
the  heavy  spring  storms.  The  good  drainage  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  these  little  bulbs.  They  should  be  planted 
in  clumps  and  left  undisturbed  for  several  years.  Then 
they  increase  by  division  and  self  seeding  and  form  good 
sized  colonies. 

The  crocuses  are  splendid  for  rock  gardens  especially 
the  large  yellow  which  is  so  free-floweripg.  The  autumn 
flowering  crocuses  produce  very  unusual  effects  with  their 
lovely  dainty  blooms  at  a  time  when  there  is  usually  little 
in  bloom. 

The  tulip  species  can  be  used  among  the  rocks  or  at 
the  edge  of  the  meadow  beside  the  rocks.  They  need  full 
sun.  Some  of  the  bright  colored  early  tulips  could  be 
used  in  a  large  rock  garden.  The  narcissus  species  are 
usually  recommended  but  they  are  oftentimes  hard  to 
establish.  Some  of  the  lower  growing  hybrids  are  much 
easier  to  handle.  Agnes  Harvey,  the  single  Jonquils,  Will 
Scarlet  (Incomparabilis),  Early  Surprise  (Barrii)  and  the 
late  white  daffodil  Madame  de  Graaff  could  be  used  in  a 
large  rock  garden.
